Thcs board of health met in adjourned 


session last evening at the mayor's of- 
fice, there being present His Honor, 
the Mayor, Judge Odborne, Mr. Ranch, 
Mr. Fiiuulc, Mr. Illalce and Mr. Miller. 


The object of the meeting was to 


taltc action in regard to the building 
now occupied by the C. & O. as a ticket 
ollice, and immediately alter the board 
had 
been 
called 
to order, 
Judge 


Osborne, of the nuisance committee, 
submitted a report. The committee, 


had, 
on June inth. examined the build- 


ing; at the corner of Front and Market, 
owned by B. C. Kryder, and found it in 
bad sanitary condition und unlit for oc- 
cupancy, by reason of two foul vaults 
near by, a foul cellar in which water 
wax standing, defective plumbing to 
wale r e lose Us, a stagnant pool of water 
oti the lot und 
>\ defective wall. 
The 


committee recommended that the prop- 
erly be declared a nuisance and that it 
be immediately vacated. 


The committee also found an over- 


flowing vault on the property of the 
heirs of Elizabeth Collins, deceased, on 
Madison street, near Second, and re- 
commended that the same be abated at 
once. The report wns accepted and 
approved and resolutions passed order- 
ing the necessary improvements in the 
Kryder property in ten days, and the 
nuisance in the Collins property in five 
days form the time of service of notice. 
. 
Dr. C. C. Fulton, health officer, said 


he had examined the alley between 
Eighth and Ninth streets and John and 
North Waller, and had found it in bad 
shape. This was caused wholly by de- 
fective drainage, the alley being higher 
at both ends than in the center. The 
dcctor thought it a good idea to refer 
the matter to council with a suggestion 
that the defective drainage be rem- 
edied. The whole sewerage system in 
that end of town was wrong, continued 
tho doctor, thu gutters being higher 
than the. lots und streets. 


Tho still, small voice of Mayor Hall 


suggested that it took lots of red tape 
to make things go in council aud ac- 
cordingly a resolution setting forth 
that the alley was a nuisance, caused 
by a total lack of drainage, which 
needed remedying at once, was passed 
and ordered transmitted to council.
